MINUTES OF TOWN MEETING 
Lincoln, N. H. 


The Town Meeting was held in the High School 
Auditorium in Lincoln on Tuesday, March 13, 1956. 


The Meeting was called to order by Moderator 
James Maguire at 9:00 A. M. 


The Town Warrant was read by Town Clerk Ar- 
thur Asselin. 


The following articles were acted upon: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 


A motion was made by Arthur Salem and second- 
ed by Henry Waldo to pass over this article. 
Moderator James Maguire called for a vote from 
the floor and it was unanimously voted upon to 
pass over this article. 


Article 2. To raise such sums as may be necessary 
to defray Town Charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


A motion was made by James MacDonald and 
seconded by Robert Russell that the sum of $5,- 
225.00 be raised to defray Town Charges for the 
ensuing year; $3,400.00 for Town Officers’ Sal- 
aries; $1,600.00 for Town Officers’ Expenses and 
$225.00 for Election and Registration. 


As no other motions were made, Moderator James 
Maguire called for a vote from the floor and it 
was unanimously voted to raise the sum of $5,- 
225.00 to defray Town Charges for the ensuing 
year. 
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Article 3. How much money will be raised for the 
Police Department. 


A motion was made by James MacDonald and 
seconded by Arthur Salem that the sum of $4,- 
600.00 be raised for the Police Department. 


As no other motions were made, Moderator James 
Maguire called for a vote from the floor and it 
was unanimously voted upon to raise the sum of 
$4,600.00 for the Police Department. 


Article 4. How much money will be raised for ‘the 
Fire Department. 


A motion was made by Arthur Salem and second- 
ed by Kenneth McInnis that the sum of $2,800.00 
be raised for the Fire Department. 


No other motions were made so Moderator James 
Maguire called for a vote from the floor and it 
was unanimously voted upon to raise ‘the sum of 
$2,800.00 for the Fire Department. 


Article 5. A motion was made by James MacDonald 
and seconded by Arthur Salem that the sum of 
$1,900.00 be raised for the Public Health Depart- 
ment. 


As no other motions were made, Moderator James 
Maguire called for a vote from the floor and it 
was unanimously voted upon to raise the sum of 
$1,900.00 for the Public Health Department. 


Article 6. How much money will be raised for Town 
Maintenance. 


A motion was made by Arthur Salem and second- 
ed by Robert Russell that the sum of $11,000.00 
be raised for Town Maintenance. 


No other motions were made so Moderattor James 
Maguire called for a vote from the floor and it 
was unanimously voted upon to raise the sum of 
$11,000.00 for Town Maintenance. 
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Article 7. How much money will be raised for Street 
Lighting. 


A motion was made by Arthur Salem and second- 
ed by James MacDonald that the sum of $2,700.00 
be raised for Street Ligh'ting. 


As no further motions were made, Moderator 
James Maguire called for a vote from the floor 
and it was voted unanimously to raise the sum 
of $2,700.00 for Street Lighting. 


Article 8. How much money will be raised for Ceme- 
teries. 


A motion was made by James MacDonald and 
seconded by Arthur Salem that 'the sum of $800.00 
be raised for Cemeteries. 


As no further motions were made, Moderator 
James Maguire called for a vote from the floor 
and it was voted unanimously to raise the sum of 
$800.00 for Cemeteries. 


Article 9. How much money will be raised for Public 
Library. 


A motion was made by James MacDonald and 
seconded by Arthur Salem that the sum of $1,- 
200.00 be raised for Public Library. 


No other motions were made so Moderator James 
Maguire called for a volte from the floor and it 
was unanimously voted upon to raise the sum of 
$1,200.00 for Public Library. 


Article 10. How much money will be raised for Sup- 
port of Town Poor. 


A motion was made by Arthur Salem and second- 
ed by Henry Waldo that the sum of $4,000.00 be 
raised for Support of Town Poor. 


As no further motions were made, Moderator 
James Maguire called for a vote from the floor 
and it was voted unanimously to raise the sum of 
$4,000.00 for the Support of Town Poor. 
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Article 11. How much money will be raised for Old 
Age Assistance. 


A motion was made by James MacDonald and 
seconded by Arthur Salem that the sum of $600.00 
be raised for Old Age Assistance. 


As no further motions were made, Moderator 
James Maguire called for a vote from the floor 
and it was voted unanimously to raise the sum 
of $600.00 for Old Age Assistance. 


Article 12. How much money will be raised for Main- 
tenance of Water Department. 


A motion was made by Arthur Salem and Second- 
ed by Kenneth McInnis that the sum of $5,000.00 
be raised for Maintenance of Water Department. 

No other motions were made so Moderator James 
Maguire called for a vote from the floor and it 
was unanimously voted upon to raise the sum of 
$5,000.00 for Maintenance of Water Department. 


Article 18. How much money will be raised for White 
Mt. Regions Association. 


A motion was made by Arthur Salem and second- 
ed by Robert Russell that the sum of $223.84 be 
raised for White Mt. Regions Association. 


As no further motions were made, Moderator 
James Maguire called for a vote from the floor and 
it was voted unanimously to raise the sum of 
$223.84 for White Mt. Regions Association. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $2,000.00 and Interest to take up Water 
Bonds due July 1, 1956. 


A motion was made by James MacDonald and 
seconded by Henry Waldo that the sum of $2,- 
000.00 and Interest be raised to take up Water 
Bonds due July 1, 1956. 
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. There was no discussion or further motions so 
Moderator James Maguire called for a vote from 
the floor and it was voted unanimously ‘to raise 
the sum of $2,000.00 and Interest to take up Wa- 
ter Bonds due July 1, 1956. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$65.21 for T. R. A. work, the State to contribute 
the sum of $434.76. 


A motion was made by Arthur Salem and second- 
ed by Charles Doherty that the sum of $65.21 be 
raised for T. R. A. work, the State to contribute 
the sum of $434.76. 


As no further motions were made, Moderator 
James Maguire called for a vote from the floor 
and it was unanimously voted to raise the sum of 
$65.21 for T. R. A. work. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $500.00 for a 4th of July Celebration. 


A motion was made by Roland Bourassa and sec- 
onded by Guy Hiltz that the sum of $500.00 be 
raised for a 4th of July Celebration. 


As no further motions were made, Moderator 
James Maguire called for a vote from the floor 
and it was unanimously voted to raise the sum of 
$500.00 for a 4th of July Celebration. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 

the Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of 
Taxes. 
A motion was made by Henry Waldo and second- 
ed by Sargent Goodhue that the Town vote to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to hire money in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. 


No further motions were made so Moderator 

James Maguire called for a vote from the floor 

and it was unanimously voted to authorize the 

Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 
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Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $250.00 for the Lincoln-North Woodstock 
Community Band. 

A motion was made by James MacDonald and sec- 
onded by Arthur Salem that the sum of $250.00 
be raised for the Lincoln-North Woodstock Com- 
munity Band. 

As no further motions were made, Moderator 
James Maguire called for a vote from the floor 
and it was unanimously voted to raise the sum of 
$250.00 for the Lincoln-North Woodstock Com- 
munity Band. 

Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $300.00 for Civil Defense. 

A motion was made by Arthur Salem and sec- 
onded by Roland Bourassa that the sum of $300.00 
be raised for Civil Defense. 

As no further motions were made, Moderator 
James Maguire called for a vote from the floor 
and it was unanimously voted to raise the sum of 
$300.00 for Civil Defense. 

Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $2,000.00 for Recreation and Playgrounds. 
A motion was made by Robert Russell and sec- 
onded by Charles Doherty that the sum of §$2,- 
000.00 be raised for Recreation and Playgrounds. 


No discussion or other motions were made so 
Moderator James Maguire called for a vote from 
the floor and it was unanimously voted to raise 
the sum of $2,000.00 for Recreation and Play- 
grounds. 

Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise a 
sum not to exceed $1,800.00 for the purchase of a 
new car for the Public Health Department. 


A motion was made by Joseph Landry and second- 
ed by Arthur Salem that a sum not to exceed 
$1,800.00 be raised for the purchase of a new car 
for the Public Health Department.

As no further motions were made, Moderator 
James Maguire called for a vote from the floor 
and it was unanimously voted to raise the sum 
not to exceed $1,800.00 for the purchase of a new 
car for the Public Health Department. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to borrow $3,900.00 for the pur- 
chase of a backhoe attachment for our Payloader. 
This loan to be paid off in three equal yearly pay- 
ments with Interest, beginning April 1, 1957. 


A motion was made by James MacDonald and 
seconded by Robert Russell that the Selectmen 
be authorized to borrow $3,900.00 for the pur- 
chase of a backhoe attachment for our Payloader. 
This loan to be paid off in three equal yearly pay- 
ments with Interest, beginning April 1, 1957. 


A motion then was made by Charles Doherty and 
seconded by Roland Bourassa that this article be 
taken up by secret ballot. 


A discussion followed in which James MacDonald 
told the voters that he thought this backhoe would 
save the Town a lot of money in digging up sew- 
ers, etc. He said that 'to rent one of these machines 
cost the Town approximately $12.00 an hour. If 
the Town had one of their own they could rent 
it out when not in use which would help pay for 
the attachment. 


Charles Doherty asked if anyone had thoroughly 
investigated the merits of this payloader. He said 
it was his opinion, along with a good many other 
reliable contractors, that a backhoe would be use- 
less in this section because of the rocky terrain. 
He stated that Caledonia Sand & Gravel, contract- 
ors will not work in this section because of the 
rocks and ledges encountered in digging. 
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Joseph Landry stated that he was certain a back- 
hoe would work here because the sewers and pipe 
lines had been dug previously either by hand or 
machine; the rocks would not hinder the back- 
hoe’s performance. 


Moderator Maguire at the end of the above dis- 
cussion, instructed the ballot clerks to pass bal- 
lots around to the voters. He instructed the voters 
to vote “yes” if they wished the article to be 
passed as read from the Town warrant, and “no” 
if they were not in favor. 


The outcome of the vote was as follows:

A motion was made by Charles Doherty and sec- 
onded by Roland Bourassa to accept the ballots as 
cast. 


As no further discussion or motions were made, 
Moderator James Maguire called for a vote from 
the floor and it was unanimously voted to accept 
the ballots as cast. 


Article 28. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting. 


Motions were in order to nominate candidates for 
the Budget Committee to serve three years. Four 
candidates to be nominated. 


Motion made by Charles Doherty that Guy Hiltz 
be nominated. 


Guy Hiltz declined the nomination. 
Motion made by Robert Russell that D. J. Walsh 
be nominated. 


Motion made by James MacDonald that Sargent 
Goodhue be nominated. 
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Motion made by Henry Waldo that James Ma- 
guire be nominated. 


Motion made by Charles Doherty ‘that James Cus- 
teau be nominated. 


A motion was made by Arthur Salem and seconded 
by James MacDonald that the nominations be 
closed. 


Motion made by Charles Doherty and seconded by 
Arthur Salem that the Clerk be instructed to cast 
one ballot in favor of the above named nominees. 
As no further motions were made, Moderator 
James Maguire called for a vote from the floor 
and it was unanimously voted that nominations 
be closed and that the Clerk cast one ballot in fa- 
vor of D. J. Walsh, Sargent Goodhue, James Ma- 
guire and James Custeau to serve on the budget 
committee for three years. 


Moderator James Maguire brought up the fact that 
last year we passed a motion to appoint a recrea- 
tion committee, but no term was designated as to 
whether the committee was to serve one year, two 
years or three years. 


James MacDonald made a motion that the present 
committee members serve indefinitely. 


George Boyle stated he did not think this a good idea; 
he found that some of the members do not work 
too well together and that he would like to see a 
committee elected every year thus giving all the 
voters an equal opportunity ‘to serve on the com- 
mittee if chosen. 


James MacDonald withdrew his previous motion and 
made a motion that the Moderator appoint a new 
committee each year. This motion was seconded 
by George Boyle. 
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Charles Doherty stated thatt he thought the Chief of 
Police should be included in the recreation com- 
mittee as he was in close contact with children 
a good part of his time. He then went on to amend 
the motion made by James MacDonald and sec- 

-onded by George Boyle to the effect that the Chief 
of Police be appointed to serve on this committee. 
His motion was seconded by Arthur Salem. 


The following committee was appointed by Moderator 
James Maguire to serve on the recreation com- 
mittee for the year ensuing:

H.C. Waldo (chairman) 
Chief of Police Johnson 
Loretta Russell 


No other business came up before the meeting so Hen- 
ry Waldo made a motion which was seconded by 
Charles Doherty that Town Meeting be recessed 
to take up balloting. 


A vote from the floor called for by Moderator James 
Maguire unanimously voted to recess Town Meet- 
ing to take up balloting — 'time of recess 10:00 
A. M.

Christmas baskets to needy families were dis- 
tributed through the No. Woodstock-Lincoln Lions 
Club, and the Littleton Elks Club. All were much ap- 


preciated. 
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Four Salk Polio Vaccine Clinics were conducted 
during ‘the year. Those in the age group 1 year to 15 
years received their two inoculations at the first two 
clinics. At the two following clinics, the older group 
namely 15 to 20 year olds, received their two inocula- 
tions. This means that in this area, which consists of 
Thornton, Woodstock and Lincoln, (449) four hundred 
and forty-nine individuals have received two inocula- 
tions. No person was given the Salk Vaccine without 
written permission. 


As this report goes to press, plans are made for 
an early January clinic, at which time the third shot 
will be given. 


These clinics are sponsored by the New Hampshire: 
State Department of Health and the District Nurse, 
Mrs. Loretta Russell, R. N., representing the Depart- 
ment of Health. 


The Child Health Clinic conducted in the Spring 
for preschool children was well attended. At that time 
vaccinations were done and Triple Toxoid, a preventa- 
‘tive against Whooping Cough, Tetanus and Diphtheria 
was also given. A physical examination could be had 
upon request. 


I feel sure that the report of all these clinics would 
not be complete without expressing gratitude to those 
civic minded ladies of No. Woodstock and Lincoln, 
who gave their time so willingly and worked so effi- 
ciently. Gratitude is also expressed to Dr. W. T. Seales 
and Dr. L. B. Copenhaver for their cooperation. 


One hundred and fifty visits were made to the 
schools. Nurses examinations of one hundred and nine- 
ty-one pupils consisted of the following: vision tests, 
checking of throats, teeth, weights and heights. Par- 
ents and teachers are advised of any defects found. 
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Two pupils attended four of the Therapy Clinics 
held in Littleton. One child returned to the Crotched 
Mountain Crippled Children Center for brace adjust- 
ment. Two children had appointments with Ear Spe- 
cialists. Two had appointments with Eye Specialists. 


Hearing tests are to be given this winter. 


High school students taking part in any kind of 
sports were given their examinations by Dr. Seales.

Receipts were checked by source insofar as 
possible and totals of receipts and expenditures veri- 
fied. Book balances were verified by comparison with 
reconciled bank balances made from statements ob- 
tained from depository banks. Verification of uncol- 
lected taxes was made by mailing notices 'to delinquent 
taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s records.

SCHOOL BOARD’S REPORT 


To the Voters of Lincoln: 


The School Board feels that substantial progress 
was made in the physical rehabilitation program set 
down several years ago to recondition the school 
properties and bring ‘them as up-to-date as possible. 
Briefly, most of the money was spent in fireproofing 
both boiler rooms (a sadly needed job), installing a 
fire escape on the Grammar School, building a boys 
toilet in the Grammar School, and completely rebuild- 
ing and refurnishing the lunch room in the same build- 
ing. With the coming year, the latter will be finished 
as planned, and with its completion it is expected that 
the Town will have a room where community functions 
can be held up to the limit of 200 people. In addition 
to these changes the Committee installed new furni- 
ture in two more classrooms. Two years more should 
see all major replacements and refurbishing of the 
buildings executed. 


For ‘the coming year it is expected that a few 
minor alterations will be made in the Grammar School 
to complete the plan outlined for fire escape, several 
more rooms refurnished, window trim repainted in 
both buildings, the gym floor refinished, the lunch 
room expanded, the girls toilet adjacent thereto re- 
built, the woodworking room converted into a class- 
room in the high school, the science room in the same 
building altered to make a more serviceable classroom, 
and possible changes made in the teaching facilities 
of the Home Economics room. 


As usual, replacements of outmoded and outworn 
equipment will be made, and efforts expended to in- 
crease ‘the efficiency of the teaching aids that modern 
educational changes require. 
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The student integration with Woodstock high 
school pupils has worked out well and the bugs that 
may have been developing in such a major effort have 
been fairly well eliminated. This is due in no small 
degree to the pupils themselves being pleased at the 
addition of their neighbors as colleagues, as well as 
to the fine adjustment made by the teaching staff to 
the increased problems arising from the increased en- 
rollment. The Committee thus is indebted to the co- 
operative and able teaching staff it has been working 
with and to the Superintendent for his able assistance. 
It is to be hoped that all will be with us next year. 


Your Committee has committed itself to raises for 
all members of the staffs of both schools as the pro- 
posed budget for next year will disclose. Efforts are 
being made to acquire a full time music teacher—one 
who can teach instrumental as well as choral work, 
and perhaps handle one or two courses in textbook in- 
struction. A more equitable distribution of custodial 
work has been worked out between the two men now 
performing that function, and it is hoped that this 
area of school operations has been improved. An addi- 
tional bus was put on to handle transportation more 
easily and 'the Committee feels that many minor com- 
plaints in this business have thereby been eliminated. 


Last September Mrs. Sargent Goodhue tendered 
her resignation as a member of the Committee and it 
was regretfully accepted. She performed an able and 
devoted service for Lincoln, and her departure to an- 
other town is really our loss. Mr. Lester Sargent was 
named to fill out her year and so far has shown an 
active and sincere interest in his duties. 
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As usual, the concentrated effort of all was to 
better scholarship and discipline. It is noted that good 
discipline in schools has been a running mate for di- 
minished juvenile delinquency. A’thletics still is at a 
low ebb competitively. It is expected that the late 
trend downwards has ceased and that for the next few 
years our athletic star will be in the ascendancy. If 
good health makes for good sports, we should be near 
the top, for the student health is exceptionally good.

Mr. Griffin moved that in place of the motion on 
page 79 as printed in the Town Reports for the year 
1955, the “‘recommended motion”’ as printed on page 46 
of ‘the 1954 Town Report be substituted therefor as 
the motion which was actually passed at the 1955 
meeting of the School District. A second to this was 
made by Mrs. Goodhue, and it carried an affirmative 
vote.

Mrs. Goodhue moved and Henry Waldo seconded 
it, that the District continue to have the State audit 
the District accounts. Passed in affirmative. 


Article V 


Mrs. Ruth Goodhue made a motion that the School 
District raise and appropriate $97,235.00, and to au- 
'thorize and direct the School Board to apply against 
said appropriation such income as is estimated by the 
School Board, exclusive of State Aid, and upon deter- 
mination of the amount of State Aid to be received 
by the School District during the next fiscal year, to 
authorize and direct the School Board to apply against 
such appropriation the sum to be received from State 
Aid and with the School District Clerk certify to the 
Selectmen the balance as an assessment to be raised 
by the town for school purposes. Robert Russell sec- 
onded ‘this motion. 


Much discussion of school matters followed for 
some time, at the end of which Mr. George Boyle made 
a motion to amend the motion as follows: “I move to 
amend the present motion by adding the sum of $1,- 
000.00 to item 22 of the proposed budget so that it 
shall read $2,500.00 instead of $1,500.00 and that the
